To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Nantwich  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Nantwich  Urban  District  for  the  year  1953* 

Prom  the  statistical  review  for  the  year  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
increase  in  population  recorded  in  previous  years  has  continued  although 
this  estimated  increase  of  173  is  small  it  would  indicate  that  the  town 
continues  to  prosper.  It  should  however  be  pointed  out  that  this  increase 
has  been  accompanied  by  a  reduction  in  the  Birth  Rate:  the  number  of  live 
births  recorded  was  119  as  against  142  in  1952  and  such  a  falling  Birth 
Rate  in  any  community  can  never  be  re '.viewed  with  satisfaction. 

There  were  4  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  as  compared  with  6  in 
1952  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  33*51.  An  abnormally  high  Death 
Rate  is  shown  but  these  figures  include  deaths  of  persons  normally 
non-resident  in  the  town  which  were  ruled  in  1952  not  to  be  transferable. 

It  has  however  been  decided  that  such  deaths  occurring  in  our  hospitals 
will  in  future  be  regarded  as  transferable  and  will  consequently  not  be 
shown  in  future  statistics  for  the  town. 

In  directing  your  attention  to  the  features  of  this  report  I  wish  to 
thank  your  Clerk  for  hisnhelp  and  guidance  and  the  other  members  of  your 
staff  for  their  co-operation.  In  particular  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
help  given  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  E,  W,  Bushel  1,  throughout  the 
year  and  his  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner  of 
Cheshire  and  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important  agricultural  area. 

The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  pass  through  the  district 
and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  Area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing  manufacture, 
agricultural  machinery  and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for  the  establishment 
of  light  industries,  road  and  rail  communications  being  very  convenient; 
by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and 
Wellington  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire, 
Shropshire,  the  Potteries  and  North  Wales,

The  County  Council  undertakes  this  service  through  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,  There  were  two  ambulances  and  two  sitting  case 
vehicles  at  Nantwich  on  a  24  hour  on  call  basis  to  meet  the  needs  of 
accidents,  emergencies  and  infectious  disease  cases  in  the  Division, 
There  was  also  a  "standby"  taxi  for  sitting  cases.  This  and  the 
British  Red  Cross  Ambulance  as  Haslington  are  used  only  during  abnormal 
times.

.  (c)  Nursing  in  the  ome. 

Valuable  service  is  still  being  given  by  the  three  nurse  midwives 
resident  within  the  Urban  District,  their  work  being  supplemented  by 
two  Health  Visitors.  These  provisions  together  with  the  Domestic 
Help  Service  provided  by  the  County  Council  enable  us  to  provide  a 
standard  of  domiciliary  care  without  which  many  aged  and  infirm  would 
have  to  be  cared  for  in  hospital. 

( d )  Consu Ltation  and  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  j  r,.  niity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Dowery,  Barker  Street, 
control le  ..  -y  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  administered  by  the 
D-L/isiornu.  'V.  ■  !  nh  Committee.  Two  Health  Visitors  and  a  General 
Practitioner  a re  in  attendance,  the  latter  being  appointed  on  a  rota 
basis  by  th  Cheshire  Local  Medical  Committee, 

Th^  sti uctural  alterations  to  the  buildings  have  been  completed  and 
the  Ante -natal  clinic  was  opened  during  the  year. 

The  Ear,  Lose  and  Throat  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Crewe  Memorial 
Hospital. 

The  Paediatric  Clinio  is  held  at  the  Stalbridge  Road  and  Ludford 
Street  School  Clinics,  Crewe. 


The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  functions  in  conjunction  with  the  Orthopaedic 
Out-patients  Department  of  the  Oswestry  Hospital  and  is  held  at  the 
L.M.S.  Rooms,  Nantwich  Road,  Crewe . 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at  Herdman  Street,  Crewe,  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council  and  serves  an  area  including  this  Urban  District. 

A  clinic  lor  dental  treatment  for  mothers,  school  children  and 
children  under  five  is  held  at  the  Barker  Street,  Welfare  Centre. 

( e)  Hospitals. 

The  hospitals  in  the  area  are  administered  by  the  South  Cheshire 
Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Barony  General  Hospital  continues  to  provide  a  valuable 
service  with  separate  blocks  for  the  chronic  sick  and  those  suffering 

irom  mental  ill-health.  The  two  new  maternity  units  are  a  valuable 
addition. 


The  Cottage  Hospital  a  small  modern  and  efficient  institution  has 
beds  for  20  patients. 

Treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  in  the 
district  is  taking  place  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital  which  has  met 
all  needs  during  the  year. 
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In  addition  to  the  Maternity  Block  at  the  Barony  Hospital  the  Maternity 
Hospital  at  the  Cliff e,  Wybunbury,  is  available  to  patients  in  this  district, 

Alvaston  Hospital  is  used  as  a  continuation  annexe  for  Crewe  Memorial 
Hospital, 

(f )  Mortuary, 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee 
for  the  use  of  the  Mortuary  at  the  Barony  Hospital  have  worked  satisfactorily 
and  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district, 

SECTION  C. 


1,  (a)  Water  Supply, 

This  is  controlled  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board, 

There  is  a  sufficiency  of  water  for  the  present  needs  of  the  existing 
population  (drought  conditions  excepted),  and  the  quality  of  the  water  as 
delivered  to  the  ennsumers  is  satisfactory.  Chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  are  made  frequently  and  these  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  consumers  tap  water  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
were  bacterio logically  satisfactory. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  results  of  samples  submitted  by  the  Water 
Board  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  during  the  year,  and 
for  which  copies  of  reports  have  been  received.

(a)  Sewage  Disposal

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Windy  Arbour  are  modern  and  consist  of 
sedimentation  tanks,  filters,  humus  tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds. 

The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Weaver, 

All  Sewage  is  pumped  to  the  works  from  Beam  Bridge  Pumping  Station, 

The  storm  water  is  dealt  'with  at  Beam  Bridge  Pumping  Station  where  the 
storm  water  tanks  deal  with  all  flows  above  3  d,w,f ,  and  discharges 
to  the  River  Weaver, 

2,  Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution, 

Responsibility  for  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Cheshire  Rivers 
Board  as  from  October  1st,  1951* 

3,  (a)  Closet  Accommodation, 

All  promises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water  closets  with  the  exception  o  J 
those  of  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  gives  details  in  his  report  under  the 
heading  nPail  Closets", 

(b)  Public  Cleansing, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  trade  refuse,  and  night 
soil  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor,  as  also  is  street  cleansing. 

Collection  is  by  motor  and  horse  drawn  vehicles  and  disposal  is  by  tipping, 

(c)  Public  Baths, 

The  Open  Air  Brine  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Council, 
is  open  from  May  to  September  each  year.  The  pool  is  100  feet  by  50  feet 
and  is  supplied  with  brine  from  the  Council’s  brine  well  at  the  rear  of  the  Old 
Town  Hall,  About  9  ounces  of  brine  is  added  per  gallon  of  water.  The 
pool  is  not  heated  but  the  water  is  filtered  and  sterilized  by  the 
"Break -point"  chlorination  process  and  fed  to  the  pool  through  a  cascade. 

Mixed  bathing  is  allowed  and  dressing  boxes  for  both  sexes  are  provided. 

Cafe  facilities  are  available. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  from  the  mains  supply  and  the  swimming  bath  and  satisfactory 
reports  wore  received.

(i)  Schools . 

School  Health  Service, 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  necessary  to  bring  the  school 
medical  inspections  up  to  date  due  to  the  absence  of  a  Medical  Officer  for 
a  period  of  nine  months. 

However  all  schools  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  with  a  very 
few  exceptions  the  health  of  the  school  population  is  very  good,  I  should 
like  to  thank  the  Head  Teachers,  Staff  and  Parents  for  their  wholehearted 
co-operation  during  the  year, 

(o)  Shell  Fish. 

There  are  no  shell  fish  beds  or  layings  in  the  district.

Housing. 

The  Housing  Officer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  granted  tenancirs  to  1  30  applicants. 

In  37  instances  there  were  varying  degrees  of  overcrowding  and  in  all  cases 

where  Demolition  Orders  were  made  the  tenants  were  granted  alternative  accommodation.

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  and  facilities  for  immunisation 
and  vaccination  rests  with  the  Local  Health  Authority  which  in  this  County 
has  delegated  the  responsibility  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee* 

Throughout  the  year  a  vigorous  campaign  has  been  maintained  in  clinics 
and  schools  and  in  the  homes  to  stress  the  importance  of  having  children 
both  immunised  and  vaccinated. 

There  are  now  in  being  specially  arranged  sessions  for  school 
children  whose  parents  wish  them  to  be  immunised  or  re-immunised.  These 
sessions  are  carried  out  in  the  schools  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  the 
district  and  so  far  the  response  has  been  excellent.  I  should  like  to  thank 
the  Doctors  and  the  Head  Teachers  without  whose  co-operation  the  running  of 
these  sessions  would  not  be  possible. 

Prom  the  above  table,  which  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  this 
heading  for  the  past  six  years,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  gradual 
reduction  from  year  to  year  in  the  number  of  children  being  immunised* 
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It  should  be  pointed  out  however,  that  this  table  is  compiled  from  returns 
received  from  the  General  Practitioners  and  may  not  give  an  accurate  picture 
of  the  true  position,  for  it  is  found  on  information  supplied  by  parents  that 
between  QOfo  and  9Q?3  of  school  entrants  have  at  some  period  during  their 
pre-school  life  received  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

I  should  like  once  again  to  stress  the  importance  of  having  every  child 
both  immunised  and  vaccinated, 

2 ,  ( a )  Prevention  of  Blindness, 

There  was  no  special  action  by  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health 
(prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  -  tuberculosis  persons  in 
milk  trade  -  or  section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  -  compulsory 
removal  to  sanatorium. 

After  the  death  of  a  patient  ot  removal  to  sanatorium,  all  bedding, 
rooms,  etc.  were  disinfected  by  fumigation.

REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  NANTWICH. 


A  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  survey  was  carried  in  Nantwich  for  the 
second  time  on  the  I6th/l7  December,  1952  and  between  the  1 3^h  March  and 
2nd  April,  1953.  The  visit  in  December  was  to  the  Polish  Hostel, 

Doddington  Park,  Nantwich  made  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Fleming,  the  Consultant 
Chest  Physician  for  this  area. 

During  the  March/April  period,  the  Unit  visited  the  Cheshire  County 
Teachers  Training  Colleges  at  Alsager  and  Crewe,  to  carry  out  the  A -ray 
examination  of  the  students  and  staff  of  these  establishements.  In  Nantwich 
and  district,  twenty  three  firms  were  circularised  and  only  one  could  not 
co-operate  fully  by  allowing  employees  to  attend  the  Unit  during  working 
hours.  Details  of  day  and  evening  public  sessions  were  supplied  to  this 

firm.

The  main  centre  was  at  the  new  Civic  Hall,  Nantwich  where  accommodation 
was  kindly  provided  by  the  Nantwich  Urban  District  Council. 
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A  publicity  campaign  was  carried  out  by  means  of  talks  in  works  where 
this  could  be  arranged,  posters  in  local  shops  and  slides  in  the  cinema. 

The  press  was  kept  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  survey  and  public  sessions 
were  advertised  in  the  local  newspapers.  In  addition,  a  meeting  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  local  organisations  was  arranged  by  Dr.  Hay,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer,  and  the  active  co-operation  of  these  associations  was 
enlisted.  An  appointments  bureau  was  set  up  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office 
with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Hay  and  his  staff.

2,  The  incidence  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered  was  ,6  per 
1000,  It  compared  unfavourably  with  the  incidence  discovered  in  the 
1950  survey  of  2.3  per  1000. 


The  discovery  of  two  cases  of  neoplasm  and  nine  cases  of 
bronchiectasis  requiring  treatment,  compared  to  only  one  case  of 
bronchiectasis  in  the  previous  survey,  perhaps  conpensates  for  the 
disappointing  figures  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  conclusion  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  thanks  to  the 
Nantwich  Urban  District  Council,  and  to  Dr.  Hay,  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  his  staff,  for  their  close  co-operation  and  valuable

Of  the  notices  outstanding  at  the  year  end  the  majority  are 
in  hand  by  Contractors. 


III.  DEFECTS  DEALT  WITH  IN  NOTICES  SERVED. 

The  variety  of  items  dealt  with  in  notices  has  been  maintained  and 
includes  dampness,  defective  plasterwork,  floors,  window  frames,  roofs, 
yard  paving,  water  closet  fittings,  dustbins,  water  pipes,  drains,  gutters, 
downspouts  etc. 


IV.  HOUSINC. 

Some  small  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses  but  only 
the  worst  have  been  dealt  with  and  the  major  task  is  yet  to  be  faced.  In 
the  course  of  1953  a  scheme  for  utilising  vacant  sites  with  services  existing 
has  been  considered  and  certain  sites  have  been  earmarked  subject  to  Planning 
Approval . 

Site  works  have  continued  in  connection  with  Marsh  Lane  estate  and 
building  of  permanent  houses  proceeded  at  Hillfield  and  Millfields  (Marsh 
Lane, 
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Development  of  the  Mount  site  for  private  building  plots  was  continued 

an  most  of  the  plots  have  been  developed.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  total 

of  post-war  council  houses  was  brought  up  to  4 92  including  50  temporary 

ouses.  I he re^ were  93  brick  houses  and  flats  under  construction  at  the  end 

o  t  e  year,  eleven  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  connection  with  unfit 
houses. 


Three  houses  were  demolished  on  Demolition  Orders  and  six  by  informal 
arrangement.  Informal  undertakings  not  to  relet  premises  as  dwelling  were 
received  in  two  instances  and  one  such  formal  undertaking  was  accepted. 

The  close  liaison  between  the  Housing  Manager,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
ealth  and  myself  concerning  applicants  under  bad  conditions  or  having 
communicable  disease  in  the  family  or  being  statutorily  overcrowded  has 
continued. 


V.  INFECTIOUS  DI SEASES . 


Cases  of  "notifiable”  diseases  were  visited  as  soon  as  possible  after 
notification;  in  the  instances  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  a  leaflet  is 
sent  to  the  parent  advising  on  isolation  and  exclusion  of  contact  from 
school.  Head  teachers  arc  advised  of  the  occurence  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  etc. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  twenty 
four  of  scarlet  fever,  forty  nine  of  measles,  eight  of  whooping  cough 
one  01  poliomyelitis,  one  pneumonia  and  eight  puerperal  pyrexia. 

There  were  ten  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year. 

Where  desired  the  disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding  was  carried  out 
the  latter  being  usually  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam 
disinfection.  Such  disinfection  is  always  carried  out  upon  removal  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  patients. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  schemes  have  been  operated  by  the 
County  Council  through  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  Every  opport- 
unity  is  taken  to  encourage  parents  to  have  children  treated.  The  value 
of  such  schemes  is  reflected  in  the  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
smallpox  during  recent  years. 

VI.  DAIRIES.  COWSHEDS  ADD  MILK  SAMPLES. 

The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk  production 
and  licensing  of  producers  of  designated  milks  lies  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  control 
and  licensing  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants.  This  leaves  the 
District  Councils  with  the  control  of  distributors  of  milk  and  licensing 
of  dealers.  Sterilised  milk  is  also  a  recognised  official  designation. 
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The  Agriculture  Executive  Committee  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Officer 
takes  samples  from  producers  and  retailers,  but  results  are  not  available 
for  quotation.  The  County  Council  samples  milk  at  pasteurising  and 
sterilising  depots. 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  thirteen  distributors  of  milk 
and  five  dairy  premises  on  the  register.  The  following  licences,  issued 
by  the  Local  Authority  were  in  force  during  the  year.

Pouteen  samples  of  designated  milk  were  submitted  for  standard  tests. 
Satisfactory  reports  were  received  in  all  but  four  cases.  Two  samples 
were  void  owing  to  to  excessive  laboratory  temperatures  overnight;  two 
Pasteurised  milks  failed  on  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  were  reported  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer. 

VII.  BAKEHOUSES. 


There  are  eleven  bakehouses  on  the  register  and  those  are  visited 
periodically  under  the  Pood  &  Drugs  Act  and  the  Factories  Act. 

VIII.  SHOPS. 


There  were  no  complaints  in  connection  with  the  ventilation, 
temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  shops  which  number 
approximately  200. 


IX.  FACTORIES. 


One  firm  submitted  returns  of  "outworkers"  which  contained  details 
of  16  persons  engaged  in  the  finishing  of  clothing.  The  houses  of  the 
outworkers  are  visited  occasionally  and  conditions  are  noted.  Revision 
of  the  register  in  consultation  with  H.M.  Inspector  was  continued. 

There  are  61  such  premises  in  whichnpower  is  used  and  19  in  which  work 
is  done  manually. 

X.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Samples  of  the  main  supply  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination  by  the  Water  Board  and  these  have  not  given  cause 
for  serious  concern.  A  detailed  summary  of  such  samples  is  contained 
in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  report.  One  other  sample  from 
consumers  taps  was  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  Three  samples  of 
Brine  Swimming  Pool  water  were  satisfactory. 
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XI.  MOVEABLE  POLLINGS. 

.  ^ne  trailer  caravan  and  temporary  building  were  licensed  as  a  dwelling 
urmg  the  year.  No  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  use  of  these  structures. 

XII.  OFFENSIVE  fRaJDES. 

There  were  no  complaints  in  connection  with  the  Pellmongery  and 
Tannery  during  the  year. 

Periodic  treatment  was  carried  out  at  both  premises  for  the  control 
of  rats  and  mice. 


XIII.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  premises  of  this  character  in  the  district. 

XIV.  CANAL  BOATS. 


No  complaints  were  received  and  no  inspections  wore  made  during  the 

year. 


XV.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  no  occasion  for  formal  action  during  the  year. 

XVI.  SCHOOLS. 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  condition  of  schools. 

XVII.  LICENSED  PREMISES. 

There  are  34-  Licensed  Premises,  including  two  Clubs,  in  the  district. 
On  the  whole  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory  but  there  are  one 
or  two  houses  at  which  improvement s  are  desirable.  The  premises  are 
conducted  in  a  clean  manner  by  licencees  and  there  has  been  no  occasion 
to  conrplain  in  that  respect.  It  would  appear  to  be  desirable  for  closer 
liaison  between  the  Licensing  Justices  and  the  Sanitary  Authority  including 
joint  inspection  of  facilities. 


XVIII.  VERMIN. 


In  several  instances  advice  was  given  to  occupiers  to  deal  with 
minor  infestations  with  ants  and  cockroaches,  and  insecticidal  powder  was 
supplied  in  some  cases. 


XIX.  ERADICATION  OF  BUGS. 

"Killgercide"  liquid  insecticide,  containing  D.D.T. ,  is  stocked  for 
this  purpose  but  there  was  no  occasion  for  treatment  during  the  year. 
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Where  necessary  the  belongings  of  selected  tenants  of  Council 
Houses  are  treated  before  moving  into  the  houses,  A  limited  amount  of 
treatment  is  carried  out  for  tenants  of  occupied  premises,  but  the  owner 
is  held  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  unoccupied  premises.  Treatment 
is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  under  ray  supervision. 

No  complaints  were  received  from  occupiers  during  the  year, 

XX.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  part-time  operative  works  under  my  supervision  in  this  matter. 
There  was  no  occasion  for  formal  action  during  the  year.  The  Council 
tips  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  treated  and  the  systematic  treatment 
of  the  sewerage  system  was  continued.  A  test  baiting  of  the  sewers 
showed  evidence  of  monor  infestation  apart  from  the  sewage  works ,  The 
baits  used  in  treatment  have  been  sausage  rusk,  bread  mash,  rolled  oats 
and  sugar  meal  and  these  have  been  poisoned  with  zinc  phosphide,  red 
squill  or  arsenic.  Warfarin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base  has  also  been  used 
successfully. 

There  was  a  period  of  approximately  three  months  in. which  I  had 
no  operative  and  it  was  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  a  suitable  man 
was  eventually  engaged. 

Occupiers  of  infested  premises  have  the  opportunity  of  themselves 
dealing  with  rats  and  mice  or  alternatively  having  the  service  provided 
by  the  Local  Authority.  In  all  cases  including  private  dwellings,  the 
costs  incurred,  plus  an  establishment  charge,  are  recovered:  no  fixed 
contract  charges  are  entertained.  In  connection  with  agricultural 
premises  it  is  possible  for  the  occupier  to  contract  with  the  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  for  service,  or  have  the  service  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

There  was  no  occasion  to  serve  formal  notice  during  the  year.

XXII.  PAIL  CLOSETS. 

Some  further  small  progress  has  been  made  in  the  substitution  of 
water  closets  for  pail  closets;  8  pail  closets  were  replaced  by  water 
closets,  one  was  abolished  and  work  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
connection  with  several  other  cases  ujkm  informal  request. 

Where  appropriate,  the  Council  has  continued  to  contribute  to  the 
cost  of  substituting  water  closets,  such  contribution  not  exceeding  one 
half  of  the  cost. 

In  1945  there  were  133  pail  closets  in  use  this  number  has  been 
reduced  to  37  of  which  28  are  emptied  at  weekly  intervals  by  the  Local 
Authority.  In  response  to  applications  for  financial  aid  the  Council 
has  made  grants  in  all  instances  ranging  between  £5  and  £20,  The 
conversion  or  abolition  of  these  closets  has  been  achieved  by  informal 
negotiations.

XXIII.  GENERAL  SANITATION  AND  NUISANCES. 
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Bathroom  accommodation  was  provided  in  comae t ion  with  seven  houses. 

In  connection  with  four  houses  indoor  sinks  were  fixed,  also  the  outdoor 
standpipes  were  abolished  and  replaced  with  mains  indoor  supply  taps  over 
sinks,  in  five  instances.  Secondary  rear  access  was  provided  at  two  houses. 

Under  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme  66  bins  were  supplied  in  connection  with 
which  the  annual  charge  of  5/~  each  is  to  he  made.  A  further  27  bins  were 
supplied  to  Council  Houses  as  a  direct  charge  to  the  Housing  Repair  Bund 
and  one  bin  was  sold.  One  bin  was  renewed  at  other  Council  properties. 

The  refuse  tips  are  treated  for  the  control  of  insect  pests  and 
regular  treatment  for  rodent  control  is  carried  out. 

XXIV.  RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  Cheshire  Rivers  Board  is  now  responsible  for  work  in  the 
prevention  of  and  abatement  of  pollution  of  rivers. 

XXV.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1938. 

The  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  were  not  normally  used  during  the 
year,  all  "butchers*  meat"  being  prepared  and  distributed  from  Crewe. 

One  premises  was  licensed  upon  application  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering 
pigs  by  self  suppliers.  Although  there  is  no  statutory  control  over 
slaughtering  of  animals  of  which  the  meat  is  not  intended  for  sale,  the 
arrangement  with  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse  to  which  the  pig  owners 
are  directed  are  advised  of  my  offer  to  examine  the  carcases  has  continued. 

I  have  so  far  had  no  objection  to  this  arrangment.  No  instances  of  such 
slaughter  occured  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  food  premises  in  the  district.  There 
are  25  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  1938  Act  for  the  preparation 
or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food 
including  6  fish  frying  premises;  34  premises  are  registered  for  the 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  32  visits  to  such  preraises

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Cohere  have  been  continued  frequent  requests  for  examination  of  foodstuff 
and  the  following  is  a  statement  of  goods  examined  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner 
to  prevent  human  consumption.  The  usual  method  of  disposal  is  by  burying 
at  the  refuse  tip.
